Wilson Grants & 
Warner Exchanges 

Summer 2015 was packed full of several exchanges that 
took Montgomery Bell Academy students to all corners 
of the globe. The program sent many seniors and a few 
juniors around the country and the world The Warner 
Exchange program graciously gave 26 students the 
opportunity to travel to other English speaking countries 
like South Africa, Australia, New Zealand, and England. 
The Wilson Grant sent 24 students to go to other 
countries, where the language spoken is not English. The 
Wilson Grant program flew our students to places such 
as Peru, Spain, China, France, Germany, Rome, Columbia, 
Argentina, Ecuador, and Nicaragua. The students went 
into their trips with a vast amount of knowledge of their 
language, whether it be Spanish, Chinese, French, 
German, or Latin; however, on the plane ride back home 
they were close to fluent in the language. More 
importantly they learned to experience a new culture 
with aspects that they never imagined they would 
experience. This year also marked the second year of the 
Wilson Grants for studies in other disciplines such as 
history, art, music, and science. The Warner Exchange 
also provided the opportunity to have a similar cultural 
experience, without having to be almost fluent in another 
language. Students went into their journey not knowing 
what to expect, but they came out with a new respect 
for the food, sports, language, and people of their 
respective destination.

The 201 5 golf season was another solid one for MBA. 
The team finished with its best regular season record 
in four years, and matched its best finish in the state 
tournament in the last eight years, finishing ahead of 
local rivals Ensworth and BA. One of the defining 
characteristics of this team was depth. Out of the 13 
players on the roster, 1 1 qualified to be in the starting 
line-up at some point in the season. Match highlights 
during the year include a dramatic overtime, sudden- 
death win over Ensworth in a two-day Ryder Cup -style 
match. Also, MBA won its very own MBA Invitational 
over a field that included eventual Class 3-A champ 
Brentwood High. The post-season began with the 
Regional Championships. While it was not the team's 
best outing, the Big Red clinched the final qualifying 
spot for the State Tournament.

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Hitting Their Mark 

The Montgomery Bell Academy rifle team started the season 
with a deep roster of outstanding shooting athletes poised for 
a successful season and a return of the state championship to 
the MBA range. After an all too short summer respite the MBA 
Rifles kicked off the 2015-16 season in mid-August under the 
excellent student leadership of senior team captain Luke 
Cianciolo. Summer preparation paid off handsomely as the 
MBA Rifles started the competitive season with strong 
tournament performances at the CMP September monthly and 
the MBA Rifle Classic, where they captured the team silver 
medal. The team finished the first semester with a huge win 
over Blackman High School, setting a new state SPAR record of 
2324 and dual wins over rivals Siegel High School and Harpeth 
Hall School. 

During the dark days of the second semester, they kept up the 
winning attitude, qualifying a record five shooters for the 2016 
USA Shooting Jr Olympics in Colorado Springs, Colorado. In 
dual meets, the Big Red dominated St Louis University High 
School 3-1 in two mid-winter double-headers, followed by a big 
win over Mt. Juliet Christian Academy in dual action. Back 
from spring break, the team went to work, clinching the right 
to represent Tennessee at this year's CMP Jr Olympics 3 
Position Nationals later this summer. The following weekend 
four of USA Shooting Jr Olympians traveled to Colorado 
Springs and went head to head with the best Jr shooters in the 
country. They returned home full of fight and confidence to 
lead the team into the 2016 State Championship. In a slugfest 
with Harpeth Hall and Siegel High School on 16 April, the Big 
Red Rifles won State Championship with a score of 2306.

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Although the team had a 
ciisappointing loss in the State 
Competition semifinals against 
MUS, the young team will come 
back stronger and hope for the 
finals next year. 
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MBA's tennis team had a successful season. The team 
competed in three tournaments: the DecoTurf High School 
Tennis Team Championships in Chattanooga, the Rotary 
Tournament in Chattanooga and MBA's own Carter 
Invitational. The team played some of its best tennis of the 
season in dual matches. The team only had one dual 
match loss in the regular season to the eventual team 
state champion Baylor, and had strong wins against 
McCallie, Brentwood High School, Webb School of 
Knoxville, and Brentwood Academy, Father Ryan, 
Ensworth and University School of Knoxville. 

With only one regular season league loss, MBA entered 
the playoffs as the 2 seed from the East/Middle region 
after Baylor.

While MBA 
nearly pulled off the incredible upset, the heat and long 
matches took a toll on the players and sadly MBA came up 
just short, falling to MUS 4-2 in the semifinal. While it was 
a disappointing loss after a good team season, the year 
ended on a high note as later that week junior George 
Harwell won the individual singles state championship for 
the second year in a row, defeating Miles Jackson of 
Ensworth in the championship 7-6(5), 3-6, 6-4.
